S O N E of the first steps towaras preventing motor mis­ 
haps, the Pennsylvania highway department has been 
gathering information concerning mishaps that have occur­ 
red during tire past year on the roads under its jurisdiction. 
One of the interesting revelations is that the majority 
of the mishaps have taken place on highway sections where 
conditions were ideal for motoring. 
Most of them occurred 
on straig h t stretches of road, and about -three-fourths on dry 
roads. 
The explanation for this may be that far more mo­ 
torists drive on straight dry roads than on wet or tortuous 


ones. 
It is obvious that there is more of a temptation to take 
risks where the conditions seem favorable than where they 
are patently unfavorable. 
W ith a long straight stretch of, 
dry road before him the driver will feel more inclination to 
exceed the speed maximum than if he nas curves and slip­ 


pery places ahead. 
The figures then go to show that accidents are due for 
the most part not to the condition of the road but to the 
carelessness or incompetence of the driver or defects in the 


machine. 
One of the striking things shown in the department’s 
report is the high mortality rate in pedestrians struck by 
automobiles. 
Of 111 pedestrians who figured in motor mis-| 
!iaps on the state highways 36 were killed And 65 injured, 
while of the occupants of automobiles in the casualty list; 


116 were killed and 1,400 injured. 
It is a gloomy record and emphasizes once more the 
necessity of taking steps to make the highways safe.

N A N address before the Engineers’ Society of Western 
Pennsylvania in Pittsburgh, General Tripp, Chairman 
of the W estinghouse Electric and Manufacturing company, 
gave several reasons why he hoped that the farmers of the 
country soon would make far greater use than they do now 
of electricity for driving their machines. 
Ile did not men­ 
tion, probably because he thought it obvious, that such in­ 
creased use would be beneficial to the power companies 
directly. 
Instead, he dwelt on the benefit it would be to the 
farmer himself to be equipped with better tools and to escape 
from much of the physical evertion he now undergoes, and 
to the farmer’s wife if she could have the same sort of re­ 


lief from her multitudinous tasks. 
The farmer already has a good deal of machinery, and 


it is his wife who should have the help of the many elec­ 
trical devices that would spare her strength. 
Another effect of electricity on the farm, Mr. Tripp 
said, would be to minimize the centralization of industry, 
and. by increasing the interest and decreasing the drudgery 
of farm life, stop the drtft toward the cities. 
Mr. Tripp admitted that wh^t stands in the way of 
putting electricity to work on the farms is its cost. 
Farmers 
as a rule, cannot afford to pay the present rates, and Mr. 
Tripp’s suggestion is that the farmer should get his elec­ 
tricity more cheaply than the urban populations and that 
it would be for the general advantage thus to favor him. 
A subsidy for agriculture seems to be lurking somewhere in 
that proposal, 
and 
its 
welcome 
is 
likely 
to be 
more 
enthusiastic from the power companies than from the pub* 


lie at large. 


That electricity is a fine form of power anywhere no* 
body denies. 
At present the more progressive farmers hav$ 
faithful servants in small gasoline engines, but these are not 
doing much for the farmers’ 
wives. 
The 
common 
im­ 
pression is that they are cheaper, though not so convenient, 
as electricity from a central station. 
It would seem to be 
for the power companies themselves to overcome tin* im­ 


pression if thev can.

Youngest Great-Grandmother, 
Says Today's Girls Like Yesterday's 


Attention of printers is called by 
Charles M. Dean, Cincinnati, inter­ 
nal revenue collector, to a section of 
the revenue law, article 32, r e f l a ­ 
tion 43, part I, relative to printing 
of tickets “where tickets or cards of 
admission to any place, for admission 
to which a charge is made, are print­ 
ed, manufactured or sold by any per­ 
son.” 
The law specified “it shall be the 
duty of that person to give prompt 
notice 
to the collector of internal 
revenue of the district in which thfc 
place is located for which admission 
is to be charged." 
Notice m ust contain name and ad­ 
dress of the person to whom tickets 
are furnished, the number of tickets 
furnished, and must be accompanied 
by 
proofs or 
sample 
copies of the 
tickets issued, 
lf the tickets a re ser­ 
ially numbered, notice should con­ 
tain a statem ent of the serially num ­ 
bered, notice should contain a state­ 
ment of the serial numbers, Mr. Dean 
j-ays. 
He continues: 
“All tickets of admission sold for 
more than 50 cents m ust show the 
>ales price, am ount of tax and total, 
as separate items. 
No tax is due on 
tickets Fold for 50 cents or less but 
the price m ust be shown in all cases. 
lf your patron presents a certificate 
of exemption from this office, you are 
authorized to show* the sales price of 
tickets with the added statem ent, ‘tax 
t xem pt.’ 
“Section 500 
(d) 
revenue act of 
1921 provides: The price, (exclusive 
of the tax to be paid by person pay­ 
in g for admission) at 
which every 
admission ticket is sold shall be con­

* * Laps, tlie Pennsylvania highway department has been 
gathering information concerning mishaps that have occur­ 


red during the past year on the roads under its jurisdiction. 


One of the interesting revelations is that the majority 
of the mishaps have taken place on highway sections where 
conditions were ideal for motoring. 
Most of them occurred 
on straight stretches of road, and about three-fourths on dry 
roads. 
The explanation for this may he that far more m o ­ 


torists drive on straight dry roads than on wet or tortuous 


ones. 
Tt is obvious that there is more of a temptation to take 
ri«ks where the conditions seem favorable than where they 


are patently unfavorable. 
W it h a long straight stretch of, 
dry road before him the driver will feel more inclination to 
exceed the speed maxim um than if be bas curves and slip­ 


pery places ahead. 
The figures then go to show that accidents are due for 
the most part not to the condition of the road but to the 


carelessness or incompetence of the driver or defects in the 


machine. 
One of the striking things shown in the department’s 


report is the high mortality rate in pedestrians struck b y 
automobiles. 
Of 111 pedestrians who figured in motor mis-j 


haps on the state highways 36 were killed And 65 injured,> 
while of the occupants of automobiles in the casualty list 
116 were killed and 1,400 injured. 
It is a gloom y record and emphasizes once more the 


necessity of taking steps to make the highways safe.

N A N address before the Engineers’ Society of W estern 


Pennsylvania in Pittsburgh, General Tripp, Chairman 
of the W estinghouse Electric and Manufacturing company, 


gave several reasons w h y he hoped that the farmers of the 
country soon would make far greater use than they do now 
of electricity for driving their machines. 
H e did not m en­ 


tion, probably because lie thought it obvious, that such in­ 
creased use would he beneficial to the power companies 


directly. 
Instead, he dwelt on the benefit it would be to the 
farmer himself to be equipped with better tools and to escape 


from much of the physical evertion he now undergoes, and 
to the fanner’s wife if she could have the same sort of re­ 


lief from her multitudinous tasks. 
The farmer already has a good deal of machinery, and 


it is his wife who should have the help of the m any elec­ 


trical devices that would spare lier strength. 
Another effect of electricity on the farm, Mr. Tripp 


said, would be to minimize the centralization of industry, 


and, by increasing the interest and decreasing the drudgery 


of farm life, stop the dr^t toward the cities.
